Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues "Hauser does not appear to 
disclose that the arterial closure device 1 05 is hemostatic by virtue of the materials from which it is formed". Examiner disagrees. To be 
hemostatic, the device just has to stop the blood flow. The device does not necessarily have to promote thrombosis. The device of Hauser 
is intended to stop the blood flow through an arterial puncture, so it is considered hemostatic. 
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
